British People, He _ Says, 
Should Congratulate Them- 
selves on Having Such a 
Successor to the Throne. 


PRAISES QUEEN,. TOO 


»ays George V. Always Im- 
pressed Him as Taking a 
Deep and Sensible Interest 
in Publie Affairs. 


PLYMOUTH, Eng.--Andrew Carnegie, 
who arrived Thursday the 
steamer Adriatic, said that the British 
people ought to congratulate themselves 


here on 


om having such a successor to the throne 
is King George, who was certain to main- 
tf ‘n in a worthy manner his lofty posi- 
lion and to further the cause of peace 
among the nations of the world. 


Whenever he had met him, the former 
Vrince of Wales had always impressed 
him as taking a deep and sensible in- 
erest in public affairs. The prince was 
specially solicitous for the welfare of 
the masses, while Queen Mary was noted 
not only for the extent of her work, but 
for extreme wisdom in management. 

Discussing King Edward, Mr. Carnegie 
said: 

“I recall most vividly the occasion 
when he visited America as Prince of 
Wales. I took him over the Pennsyl- 
vania railway, being superintendent at 
Pittsburg. When | suggested that he 
ride over the Alleghany mountains in a 
locomotive he readily accepted, and de- 
clared the trip one of his most enjoyable 
experiences. He has been a great friend 
of the United States. I believe King 
George is well informed on the political 
situation, and he has impressed me as 
well versed in world affairs. I was par- 
ticularly struck with his interest (1 th. 
masses. He displays a wonderful demo- 
eratic spirit.” 

Put Mr. Carnegie down as a stanch 
supporter of Mayor Gaynor. On this 
subject he said: 

“We now have a mayor in New: York 
who will probably be heard of in 
higher position. Certainly I think he 
would be a formidable candidate for the 
presidency. The ‘Democratic partv 
certainly badly off for a strong vand:- 
date.” 

The Mr. Carnegie spoke of Mr. Roose. 
velt. He said: 

“He is a very young man, so anv one 
would be bold to predict his future. He 
has the American people at his back. 
When his name is mentioned racket and

him will have a hard time.” 

Mr. Carnegie could not be imduced to 
speculate as to whether Mr. Gaynor 
would be successful against Mr. Roose- 
“yelt. He said: 

“The latter is the most extraordinary 
man living. I do not agree with him in 
all his opinions, but I do in most of 
them.” 

Mr. Carnegie praised Emperor ‘Villiain, 
‘ saying: 

“The German Emperor is sincerely de- 
voted to his country and his ‘notier. 
This the English failed to recognize. 
The idea of German naval ascendency is 
all a bugaboo.” 


LONDON—The Duke of Connaught, 
brother of the late King, his wife and 
“daughter, the Princess Patricia, arrived 
here today from Africa, where the duke 
. went on a combined hunting and busi- 
ness trip. The family was met at the 
station by King George and Queen Mary 
and was driven at once to Buckingham 
palace. 

From a life of comparative ease 
and retirement, King George sud- 
denly finds himself one of the hardest 
worked officials in the kingdom. 

Seven o’clock each morning finds his 
majesty already at his desk in Marlbor- 
ough house. Thursday he had a long 
special interview with John Burns, presi- 
dent of the local governing board. The 
afternoon he spent with the Queen moth- 
er, and in the evening he went to the sta- 
tion to meet and escort the King of 
Denmark to Buckingham palace. 

Ex-President Roosevelt will be pre- 
sented to King George soon after his ar- 
rival in London on Monday. This has 
been arranged in conformity with the 
wish of the King, as expressed to White- 
law Reid, the American ambassador. 

The lying-in-state involves a great ad- 
dition to the work of arranging the pro- 
gram for the obsequies all the details of 
which will hardly be completed before 
Sunday. The procession to Westminster 
hall on Tuesday, will include King 
George and all the foreign sovereigns on 
horseback, and the Queen mother and the 
royal ladies in carriages. The choirs of 
Westminster Abbey and the chapel royal 
and the band of the Coldstream guards 
wit] take part in the musical service.

LONDON—Although it has attracted, 
comparatively speaking, but little atten- 
tion, the fact that direct communica- 
tion by means of wireless telegraphy 
can now be maintained between Ireland 
and Canada is, to say the least of it, re- 
markable. The Marconi Company’s 
transatlantic wireless message service, 
to which reference has already been 
made, has been inaugurated. Messages 
will be and already have been trans- 
mitted through the air over the 2460 
miles between the two high power sta- 
tions of the company situated at Clif- 
den in Ireland and Glace bay in Canada. 

It is interesting to note that the an- 
nouncement of this remarkable achieve- 
ment has attracted but little attention, 
when it is remembered that it is not 
many years ago since the first wireless 
message was successfully transmitted 
over a distance of a few miles. It is 
announced that under ordinary condi- 
tions the average time taken for the 
transmission of a message from London 
to Montreal is about 40 minutes, prac-

He admitted that it is possible to 
raise the standard of low-grade milk by 
mixing it with milk of a higher grade. 

Mr, Whiting read some figures to the 
committee which showed that the aver- 
age paid the producer a can for his milk 
has increased since 1895 from 24.46 cents 
to 35.21 for winter milk and from 22.23 
cents to 27.39 cents for summer milk. 
He said that three other Boston compa- 
nies are shipping milk to Boston from 
the same territory from which the C. 
Brigham company gets the major portion 
of its supply. 

William A, Graustein of the Boston 
Dairy Company testified that the remot- 
est point from which his firm is receiv- 
ing milk or has received it since the 
strike began is Bristol, Vt., 216 miles 
from Boston. Asked how old this milk is 
when it reaches the consumer, Mr. Grau- 
stein said not over 36 hours. 

At the beginning of the strike, he said, 
his company sold milk which might have 
been 72 hours old. He said that milk of 
this age, if properly cared for, is fit for 
use. He would rather give fresher milk 
to his customers, however, he said. 


A statement of the financial condition 
of the C. Brigham Company and the 
Elm Farm Company was read to the 
“committee by John Bugbee, auditor of 
the former company, at the hearing late 
Thursday. During the summer period of 
1908 the Brigham company made an 
average profit of $2.14 on each $100 in- 
vested, in the winter period following 
$4.16 on each $100, making a total! profit 
for the fiscal year of 6.3 per cent. 

Mr. Bugbee said that no dividend had 
ever been declared, either on stock, scrip, 
.or anything else. The salaries of the ex- 
ecutive officers were less than $5000 in 
the Brigham company and less ‘than 
$3000 in the Elm Farm Company, oth 
Maine corporations. 

John K. Whiting of the C. Brigham 
Company declared that competition was 
sharp among the Boston contractors in 
Worcester county and at Bellows Falls. 
He said he could introduce many pro- 
ducers who had made and saved enough 
money producing milk to acquire com- 
fortable property. He admitted that con-| 
tractors had conferred within two years. 

The present milk supply for the Brig- 
ham company, he said, is coming from 
what is known as the Black river section 
of New York state. It costs from $1.30 
to $1.40 a can of 40 quarts. The trans- 
portation charge is 42 cents a can, addi-

IN THEORY, SAYS MR. MALONE

Massachusetts at present has a tax on 
income from salaries over $2000, but it is | 
practically a dead-letter.

“The constitutionality of the exist- 
ing provision for taxation of incomes has{ 
not been expressly affirmed, but the jus- | 
tices of the supreme judicial court in the | 
opinion of the justices, 195 Mass. 607, | 
seemed to assume its validity. They |

“It is proper that one’s income to a) 
reasonable amount should be treated as| 
necessarily consumed for the support of | 
himself or of his family, so that only the | 
excess above such amount should be re- | 
garded as property increasing his ability | 
to pay taxes. But on page 612 say fur- | 
ther that: The constitutionality of some 
of the statutes to which we have referred 
has not been affirmed, and may be ques- 
tionable.

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COMMERCE MEETING 
FOR BOSTON SOUGHT 
BY BROCKTON BOARD 


BROCKTON, Mass. — The Brockton 
Board of Trade has today sent a resolu- 
tion to the fourth international congess 
of chambers of commerce and industrial 
associations to be held in London, Eng., 
June 21 to 23, cordially inviting the or- 
ganization to hold the fifth congress in 
the United States in 1912, and respect- 
fully requesting that -Boston be selected 
as its meeting place. The resolution 
says: “Boston, located in the center of a 


great and well organized industrial re- 
gion~the New England states—offers 
ideal advantages for the holding of com- 
mercial qongresses.” 

The Massachusetts State Board of 
Trade, of which Judge Loyed E. Cham- 
berlain, president of the Brockton Board 
of Trade for several years, is president, 
ie taking an active part in endeavoring 
to secure the fifth congress for Boston. 
The organization states in a letter sent 
to constituent bodies: 

“These congresses, held every two 
years, bring together the business forces 
which can and should mold the desti- 
nies_of the world. They assure the con- 
certed action necessary for the further 
advance of the peaceful intercourse of 
nations. As Judge Chamberlain rightly 
said: ‘If the business men would say the 
word there would be no more wars.’ To 
the Bostonian spirit of international 
brotherhood the world owes some of its 
most sucessful congresses. It has started 
many important movements for the ad- 
vancement of the cause of both inter- 
national peace and international com- 
merce, and its efforts to secure the fifth 
international congress of chambers of 
commerce are in its usual line of inter- 
national endeavors.” 

The first of these congresses was held 
at Liege, Belgium, in 1905; the second 
at Milan, Italy, in 1906, and the third 
at Prague, Austria, in 1908. Judge Cham- 
berlain attented the congress at Milan, 
representing the Massachusetts State 
Board of Trade.

It will, the directors 
say, legalize intimidation and picketing,

men; will break down and destroy a 
necessary function of the courts of 
equity, and as a result will still further 
discourage the investment of capital in 
Massachusetts.

HOW TO TAKE UP PUBLIC LAND 
IN WEST IS FULLY EXPLAINED 


Inquiries to This Office Answered With Full Facts as to 


Where to Make Homestead Entry and Conditions of 


Inspection, Residence and Improvement Required.

M** persons are interested in the process by which government 
land can be taken up, and inquiries are made from time to time, 
in letters written to The Christian Science Monitor, as to how to go 


about making an entry. 


These inquiries have led The Monitor to 


seek information of the federal general land office for a general 


answer to these queries. 


NOCCUPIED public lands subject to 
settlement and entry are to be 
found in all the states and territories 
west of the Mississippi river, except 
Iowa and Texas. There is also consid- 
erable vacant public land in the states 
of Michigan, Florida, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi. Persons who desire to make 
homestead entry should first decide 
where they wish to locate, then go or 
write to the local land office of the dis- 
trict in which the lands are situatéd, and 
obtain from the records diagrams of 
vacant lands. The district or local land 
offices referred to are located in various 
states and territories, as follows: 


Alabama, Montgomery; Alaska, Fair- 
banks, Juneau, Nome; Arizona, Phoenix; 
Arkansas, Camden, UHarrison, Little 
Rock; California, Eureka, Independence, 
Los Angeles, Oakland, Redding, Sacra-

A personal inspection of the lands 
should be made to ascertain if they are 
suitable, and, when satisfied on this 
point, entry can be made at the local 
land office in the manner prescribed by 
law, under the direction of the local land 
officers, who will give the applicant full 
information. Should a person desire to 
obtain information in regard to vacant 
lands in any district before going there 
for a personal inspection, he should ad- 
dress the register and receiver of the 
proper local land office, who will give him 
full information. : 


Each applicant is required to swear 
that he is well acquainted with the char- 
acter of the land described in his appli- 
cation, and as all entries are made sub- 
ject to the rights of prior settlers, the 
applicant cannot make the affidavit that 
he is acquainted with the character of 
the land, or be sure that the land is not 
already appropriated by a settler, until 
after he has actually inspected it. Infor- 
mation as to whether a particular tract 
of; land is subject to entry may be ob- 
tained from the register or receiver of 
the land district in which the tract is 
located, either through verbal or written 
inquiry, but these officers are not ex- 
pected to give information as to the 
character and quality of unentered land. 


The kinds of lands subject to home- 
stead entry include all unappropriated 
surveyed public lands, if they are not 
mineral or saline in character and are 
not occupied for the purpose of trade 
or business and have not been embraced 
within the limits of any withdrawal, res- 
ervation or incorporated town or city. 
Homestead entries on, lands within cer- 
tain areas, such as lands in Alaska and 
lands withdrawn under the reclamation 
act, certain ceded Indian lands. and 
lands within abandoned military reserva- 
tions, must be entered subject to the 
particular requirement of the laws under 
which such lands were-opened to entry. 
Information as to these requirements 
may be obtained from the register or 
receiver of the land office of the district 
in which these lands are situated. 


A settlement made on any part of a 
surveyed technical quarter section (160 
acres) gives the settler the right to 
enter all of that quarter section which 
is then subject to-settlement, although 
he may not place improvements on éach 
40-acre subdivision; but if the settler 
desires to initiate a claim to surveyed 
tracts which form a part of more than 
one technical quarter section he should 
perform some act of settlement—that 
is, make some improvement—on each of 
-the smallest legal subdivisions desired. 

When settlemegt is made on unsur- 
veyed lands the settler must plainly 
mark the boundaries of all the lands 
claimed by him. Settlement must be 
made by the settler in person, and each 
settler must, within a reasonable time 
after making his settlement, establish 
and thereafter continuously maintain an 
actual residence on the land. The entry 
must be made within three months 
from the time of first settling on s¢r- 
'veyed lands, or within three months 
from the filing in the local land office 
of the plat of survey of unsurveyed lands 
on which settlement has been made, in 
order to stand against an adverse claim. 

A homestead entry may be made by 


the presentation to the land office of the 
district in which the desired lands are 
situated of an application properly pre- 
pared on blank forms prescribed for that 
purpose and sworn to before either the 
register or the receiver, or before a 
United States commissioner, or a United 
States court commissioner, or a jadge, or 
a clere of a court of record, in the 
county or parish in which the land lies, 
or before any officer of the classes named 
who resides in the land district and near- 
est and most accessible to the land, al- 
though he may reside outside of the 
county in which the land is situated. 

The application and affidavits must 
show that the applicant is acquainted 
with the land; that it is not, to his 
knowledge, either mineral] or saline; that 
he possesses all the qualities of a home- 
stead entryman; that he is applying in 
good faith for the purpose of actual set- 
tlement and cultivation, and that he is 
not acting as agent of any person or 
persons, corporation or syndicate, direct- 
ly or indirectly; that he will faithfully 
comply with the requirements as to set- 
tlement, residence and cultivation, and 
that he is not applying for the purpose of 
speculation, but in good faith, to obtain 
a home. 

Actual residence on the land must be- 
gin within six months from the date of 
atl homestead entries, and a continuous 
maintenance of an actual home on the 
land is necessary. No specified amount 
of cultivation or improvements is re- 
quired, but there must be continuous im- 
provement and such actual culitvation 
as will show good faith.

INDIAN LANDS IN 
MINNESOTA 10 BE 
UPENED JUNE 20 


WASHINGTON — Lands aggregating 
233,295 acres, situated in ceded Chip- 
pewa Indian reservations in Minnesota, 
which were withdrawn from settlement 
a little more than a year ago, have 
been restored to the public domain by 
the interior department.- They will be 
subjected to homestead entry on June 20. 

The restoration includes 26,635 acres 
in the former Chippewa reservation -of 
the Mississippi, Leach Lake and Winni- 
bagoshish Ind an reservations, which are 
subject at once to settlement under ex- 
isting law. The remaining fands, which 
are situated for the greater part in the 
former Red Lake reservation, will not 
be subject to settlement until June 20,

fits of section 2.of the act of June 5, 
1900 (31 Stat., 267). or section 2 of the 
act of May 22?

A new type of airship wil be manu- 
factured at New London, Conn., at <n 
early date, according to an announcement 
made exclusively to this paper today, 


through the inventor’s agent. The ma- 


chine, thoroughly protected by domestic 


and foreign patents, is a product of ‘he 
work of A. Perry Bliven, formerly of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and is a radical Jle- 
parture from any type or form of air 
craft yet produced. It is proposed for 
army, navy and commercial uses, Mr. 
Bliven’s idea being that, as 10 of these 
airships, known as the No. 4 type, could, 
he believes, utterly defeat the largest 
fleet of battleships any nation could 
produce, no more wars could or would 
take place. 

The Bliven airship is conceived on the 
“lighter than air”. principle, and is briefly 
described by the inventor as follows: 

It is a solid structure, built of pure 
aluminum with an alloy of 5 per cent 
nickel, which envelops the gas bag. The 
lower part is built in such a manner 
that the ship is said to be capable of 
being sailed on any body of water that 
the pilot of the craft desires. This lower 
part includes ‘the saloon, engine room, 
store room, ballast compartment, and 
natural gas section, the latter being used 
as*fuel for the engine. 

The dimensions of the Yankee Bird, 
as the craft will be called, are as fol- 
lows: Length 180 feet, width 38 feet 
and depth 42 feet. The lower or boat 
part will be 75 feet long by 18 feet in 
depth and 24 feet beam. The total 
weight of the entire structure ‘will be a 
trifle less than 10,500 pounds, including 
eight .men, stores and supplies for a 
15-day cruise. 

The upper part, or superstructure, will 
contain 190,000 cubic feet of pure hydro- 
gen, inclosed in a specially constructed 
air-tight silk and linen casing, which in 
turn is inclosed in an air-tight rigid 
aluminum shell; the lifting power of 
this hydrogen being over 12,000 pounds, 

Instead of 300 gallons of gasoline, 
usually used for fuel and weighing 2100 
pounds, its motive power is derived 
from 24,000 cubic feet of natural gas, 
carried in the upper part of the boat 
structure. The reported lifting power 
of this gas is 1400 pounds, a difference 
of 3500 pounds in favor of using gas 
for fuel, 


- 
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The engine described to be used in 
this airship is of the four-cycle type, 100 
horsepower, with cranks set at quarters, 
its actual weight being 380 pounds. The 
airship is provided with three, three- 
blade propelling screws each six feet in 
diameter and nine feet pitch, and 80 ar- 
ranged that they can be reversed to- 
gether. The side propelling screws can 
be raised or lowered at the after end 
and both are reversible, each independ- 
ent of the other, thus enabling the pilot 
to go in any direction he may select, 
without having recourse to the two 
steering rudders, one at the end of the 
boat and the other at the after end of 
the upper structure. . 

In actual operation the airship is in- 
tended to be launched out on the water, 
with sufficient water in its ballast com- 
partment to keep it from rising. It is 
proposed to set in motion by its propel- 
ling screws along the surface of the 
water, until it is desired to make a 
flight. This is accomplished by dis- 
charging a portion of the water ballast, 
and the ship, it is predicted by the in- 
ventor, will arise from the water by its 
own. gravity to the height desired. 
Enough water ballast , it is said, can be 
kept in the boat to prevent its rising 
from the.water, without the aid of the 
motive power if so desired, and the 
after end of the side propelling screws 
can be dropped a sufficient number of 
degrees to overcome the gravity of that 
amount of water ballast. The screws, 
when put in motion have a lifting power 
of over 2000 pounds. 

An agent of the inventor says that 
for more than 40 years Mr. Bliven has 
been in the field of invention, in which 
time he is said to have invented many 
marine engines, steam generators, pro- 
peller screws, two distinct types of 
steamships, and other mechanical con- 
trivances, particularly for marine uses, 
but the nature of which is not made evi- 
dent, and has designed and built many 
yachts, both of the steam and sail type.

Growth of Economic Power of Countries Producing Raw 
Materials During Past Decade an Important Feature 
of World’s Business—All Are Prosperous.

Brazil, too, is much richer and. con- 
templates raising the parity of the mil- 
reis from 16d. to 16d. According to the 
Brazilian currency act the former figure 
was to remain unchanged until £20,- 
000,000 gold had been secured. At one 
time this contingency appeared very re- 
mote but the high price of rubber is 
converting it into a reality. 

Great changes are pending in the beet- 
root #figar industry, more especially in 
Japan, Argentina, Chile, Italy and Aus- 
tro-Hungary. In the quarter ended 
March 31, 1910, exports of sugar making 
machinery from Germany to these coun- 
tries have largely increased. Japan ac- 
quired over 10,000 metric cwt. of such 
machinery, her trade returns for 1909 
show already a considerable increase in 
exports of refined sugar and there is 
every indication of further important 
expansion. 

Argentina bought 6400 cwt. sugar ma- 
chinery as compared with 3100 cwt. in 
the same quarter of 1909, Chile took 1200 
ewt. as against 120 cwt., Italy 6100 ewt. 
as against 1900 cwt. and Austro-Hungary 
1500 cwt. as against 200 cwt. It will be 
seen from these figures that competition 
in the sugar markets of the world is 
likely to be very acute within the next 
year or two.

At 193, the high price touched by 
Canadian Pacific this week, the stock not 
only made a new high record for this 
year, but is selling higher than at any 
previous time in the last three years.

London Times, referring to him as “a 
puissant personality, loving righteousness 
and ensuing it, rather volubly and even 
vociferously at times, perhaps, but al. 
ways with a moral fervor, relentless and 
unquenchable.” That is the impression 
of the London Post, at all events, and 
its theory that European newspapers 
estimate Theodore Roosevelt more highly 
than do those in his own country is 
borne out by innumerable eulogies pub- 
lished of late. 

Perhaps, however, the truth is that we 
have not sent many of our best Ameri- 
cans abroad, and that Europe, viewing 
this man in the limelight, is really wak- 
ing up to understand that real Ameri- 
canism is not exactly what Europe has 
supposed it to be.

Defeated senators by popular vote, was defeated in 
the state Senate yesterday; and by a nearly 


aaa | partizan vote, three Republicans only voting 

in the affirmative. The vote stood eleven to 
twenty-two. It is conceded by the most earnest friends of the popular 
election of senators that this is a change which will not be likely to 
obtain conservative support for several years. There is no question 
with regard to the present widespread demand tor 1t—no more 
question than there is with regard to the widespread sentiment in 
favor of an income tax amendment—but when radical, changes are 
sought in the organic law their advocates must be patient until con- 
servative sentiment becomes reconciled to them. 

The state Senates, like the United States Senate, exist mainly for 
the purpose of stemming the tide of popular feeling. In the perform- 
ance of this function they very often render themselves unpopular. 
Time and again the national Senate has rejected measures passed 
without wise consideration, and in response to popular clamor, by the 
House. The really good measures—the really sate and desirable 
ones—have, however, survived conservative opposition to become 
laws. 

It cannot be truthfully said that the action of the Massachusetts 
Senate yesterday is final. If, as its friends believe, the demand for a 
constitutional amendment that will enable the people to vote directly 
for United States senators is a righteous and a wise one—if it is not 
merely born of transitory desire for change—it will, in defiance of all 
seeming defeat, reassert itself and, in the end, prevail. 

We must not be too severe in our criticism of the authority that 
we have ourselves created to protect us from making mistakes by 
acting too hastily. Rather should we applaud those who have the 
courage to stand out against us when our action is questionable. It 
is much easier to swim with the stream than to swim against it, but 
to swim against it may be the duty of the conscientious legislator now 
and then.

~”—“<i 1818. The issue of greatest import is 
the determination of the right of a colony or province, such as 
Canada or Newfoundland, by local legislation, to deprive persons of 
rights conferred by treaty between the principals. 

It is contended on the part of Great Britain that the exercise of 
the liberty to take fish which the inhabitants of the United States 
have forever in common with the subjects of his Britannic majesty, 
is subject without the consent of the United States to reasonable 
regulation by Great Britain, Canada or Newfoundland in the form 
of municipal laws. The United States claims that there can be no 
such regulations unless their appropriateness, necessity, reasonable- 
ness and fairness be determined by the United States and Great 
Britain by common accord and the United States concurs in their 
enforcement. Our northern neighbors charge that we are trying to 


interpret the agreement in such a way as to secure for ourselves 
advantages that were not contemplated when the treaty was made. 
They will not admit that our rights place us above the provincial 
legislation which the British fisherman must observe. 

Another question is whether our fishermen shall be demied the 
right to trade at British ports. The Canadians assert that we are 
seeking to enlarge the privileges granted by the treaty and that we 
ask everything that the Canadian enjoys except fishing within the 
three-mile limit, and they say that fishing can be carried on within 
that limit by the United States vessels once they are admitted to 
Canadian ports for general purposes. 

There are other points to be settled, but it is evident from those 
already cited that the matters in dispute are vital to the interests of 
our fishermen. This is the first case to come up for arbitration under 
our agreement with Great Britain. That it will be justly passed 
upon we do not question, and doubtless both countries will cheerfully 
abide by the decision.

Democrats and Republicans alike shrank from placing any obstacles 
in the way of a reform measure which the whole country has long 
been hoping for and now demands. | 

Nor is there any likelihood, no matter how partizans may view 
it privately, that even technical grounds will be taken for opposing 
it in the Senate. That body is not as amenable as the House to 
public opinion, as a rule, but here we have a case in which too much 
risk 1s involved, even for senators, in going counter to popular 
sentiment. The people have come to understand that compulsory 
publicity of campaign expenses—publicity that will show not only 
what an office costs the individual but what a victory costs the 
campaign committee, and from what source the “‘sinews”’ are derived 
—is likely to revolutionize our political methods, and to purify 
politics to the extent at least of compelling the office-seeker to be 
independent of the corruptionists. 

The McCall bill is on its way to become a law, and the law, 
while placing no restrictions upon expenditures in political cam- 
paigns, will compel an accounting that will cause committees and 
candidates to hesitate long betore accepting tainted contributions. 


Ex-GovERNOR GUILD, in his address at Ann Arbor on Wednes- 

day, spoke of the important results of the Spanish-American 
conflict. It was through this war that the United States became 
recognized as a world power. Happily, as General Guild said, it is a 
power that steadily stands for peace. 
Ir ovGunT to be said for Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wilson that he has not wavered from 
the beginning in his position that the best 
solution of the high cost of living problem 
will be found in an increase of production. 
This accords, of course, with the almost 
universally accepted economic law that the 
price of a commodity 1s regulated by supply 
and demand. It 1s a law accepted as much 
for its reasonableness as for its simplicity. 
A widespread disposition in this country to question it of late is 
due to the belief that artificial and illegitimate influences have 
been at work to control the supply. There is little, if any, 
reason to question the soundness of this belief, and yet if 
production had been maintained at the normal rate, it would have 
been difficult, if not impossible, for those behind the combinations in 
foodstuffs to carry out their schemes. 

Secretary Wilson takes the bold stand: that the land of this 
country is not yielding half its capacity and is not producing half 
enough to meet the demand properly. And for the reason that he 
believes agriculture offers an inviting field to the young men of today 
—that farming, as a cold husiness proposition, should be embraced 
by the ambitious young men of the country—he is urging at every 
opportunity, upon parents, upon the states and upon the national 
government, the expansion of existing agricultural schools and the 
establishment of new ones. Not only is there a great dearth of 
educated farmers at present, but there is a great dearth of teachers of 
agriculture. Even though the trend toward the farm is not yet 
anything like what it should be, the demand for instruction in agri- 
culture is out of all proportion to the facilities for imparting it. So 
that, aside from the practical side of farming, there ts great oppor- 
tunity for the young man who takes up agriculture with the view 
solely to becoming an instructor. : 

There is little danger of overproduction for many years to 
come. But statistics of our foreign trade show how greatly our e@x- 
ports of foodstuffs have fallen off and it 1s not reasonable to assume 
that production will not greatly increase from this time on, especially 
in view of the growing popular belief that: “there is money in 


farming.”

The placing on 
the eastern markets of apples raised in the England 
West, and the discussion caused thereby as 
to the comparative suitability of land and 
climate here and in the West for the growing of the fruit, have led 
New England farmers to increase their apple orchard acreage largel: 
this spring. A 12 per cent increase for the whole state of Rhod 
Island is reported. There is a boom in Massachusetts In New 
Hampshire, where the Boston & Maine railroad has been conducting 
a campaign for apple-raising, estimates place the planting of new 
trees all the wav from 25,000 to 50,000. Interest in Maine 
indicated by the statement that Androscoggin county alone will a 
10,000 trees to its apple orchards. Vermont and Connecticut ar: 
also in line. Indeed, so great has been the demand for apple trees 
that late orders have been hard to fill. 

That New England soil and other conditions are adapted to 
apple culture has been conclusively shown. What ts needed is the 
employment of improved methods in both growing and marketing 
Good proof of what can be done in Massachusetts is supplied in 
Colerain, where thirteen farms that adjoin one another produced 
$13,000 worth of apples in 1909. The value of the apple crop of 
six farmers living near each other was $11,000. Maine illustrates 
that there 1s profit in apple-raising by the record of WW. A. Davis of 
Garland, who bought a good-sized farm four years ago and has paid 
for it from the proceeds of his orchard. 

There is a growing demand for apples for export, the home 
markets will always yield a tair 1f not a high price for this excellent 
fruit, and there 1s every incentive for the New England farmers to 
enlarge their apple orchards and give them greater care.

| recurrence of the topic, a great deal more 
attention 1s being paid to the exception than 
to the rule. That is to say, the woman who 
is extravagant in dress is being allotted space 
out of all proportion to that which is 
bestowed upon the woman who, though 
equally well dressed, is economical. It 1s 
unfortunate for sociology that its followers and exponents too often, 
as in this instance, deal with particular rather than with general 
conditions. Nobody will attempt to deny the existence of extrava- 
gance among women in the matter of dress; it would be absurd, 
however, to hold that women, generally speaking, are extravagant 
in this or in any other respect ; absurd, because it would be charging 
the generality of womankind with an impossible offense. 

The great majority of women the world over are compglled to 
make a very little gowery far. Women are, as a rule, more economi: 
cal than men. They are better managers than men. They make 
a better showing for a small amount of capital than do men. It is 
something tor the men of America to be proud of, in a perfectly 
modest and legitimate way, that by foreign critics who have taken 
observations at home and abroad American women are classed, in 
regard to dress, as among the most tasteful in the world. 

Dress does not make the woman any more than it makes the 
man. Dress is not everything. It is not even among the prime 
essentials. But it is nevertheless something to be thankful for that 
the great majority of American women not only can dress well, but 
know how to do so.

THE general impression that the railroads have robbed the rivers 
of the. United States of nearly all the business of transportation is 
not based on facts. It is asserted that the tonnage of the Ohio river 
and its tributaries, which are navigable for only about five months 
in the year, is greater than that of the Thames in twelve months; 
is greater than that of the Great lakes; is greater than that of any 
ocean harbor in the world; and, per mile, is more than that of 
any railroad. There appears to be business for every available 
means Of transportation. 


IN REFERRING to the progress of China a 
short time since, The Monitor called atten- 
tion to the fact that the old system of educa- 
tion was being abolished and a new one 
installed; that the students were no longer 
giving their entire attention to the Confucian 
classics, but were profiting by the introduc- 
tion of a method adapted from the best 
American and European ideas. What was 
then said is further substantiated by a recent 
interview with the Rev. Frederick Brown of Tientsin, now in this 
country, who has lived in China. for twenty-eight years. He is a 
fellow of the Royal Geographical Society. Mr. Brown states that 
up to 1900 there was no modern school in lientsin except 
one missionary school. Now there are 1500 schools in the country 
of every sort, including manual training and a university. Most of 
them are owned by the government, and English is taught in a 
majority of them. The herizon of the Chinese, says Mr. Brown, 
has greatly broadened with modern education. 

The Rev. Mr. Brown pronounces Tientsin the most progressive 
city in the Chinese empire. It is there that the great viceroy, Yuan 
Shih Kai, held office till he was called to Pekin. There are eight 
different local governments in the place. In addition to the Chinese 
there are the British, German, Japanese, Russian, Italian, French and 
Austrian, all of which last are outside the Chinese city on territory 
assigned to them. There was a tract assigned to the United States, 
but this reverted to the British when the Americans declined to 
take it. Of the Chinese who graduate from colleges in this country 
it is stated that they have many opportunities in their native land. 
When they go back they are immediately employed by their govern- 
ment or by companies, especially if they are engineers. 

China. is indeed taking on new life, and the transformation is 
as remarkable for its extent as for its suddenness after the ages of 
extreme conservatism. With each year that passes this giant will 
from now on add to its strength and enlightenment.
